St. Petersburg, June SB.—The em-

poudent with the Russian headquar 
ters' near Liao Yang, died Sunday 
from enteric dysentery. 


' Henry John Middleton, the firs 
of the American war correspondent, 
td; lose his life at the front in the 
present conflict, was 
representing 


. the Associated 
Press 
at Genera 


Kuropa^kin's headquarters near Liat 
Yang1. He -was taken sick with- en- 
teric dysentery less than a week ago 
and only on Sunday was a dispatch 
received from him in which he re- 
quested that a substitute be sent to 
relievo him. He was about thirty 
three years of age, unmarried and 
was born in London. 


Mr. Middleton was a vivid descrip- 


tive writer, a linguist, a student anc 
one of the best posted of men on in- 
ternational affairs. 
He became con- 


nected with, the Associated 
Press' 


London bureau in 1892 and filled 
almost every position except super- 
:ntendent in that office. 


With the imminence of tho Russo- 


Japanese war he was among those 
drafted for that service by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 
He sailed from San 


Francisco January 15 for Yokohama, 
thence to Shanghai. With the pro- 
gress of events lie went to Seoul, 
but,on account of his knowledge of 
languages was finally ordered to join 
tne Russian headquarters in Man- 
churia and to do so v/ent to Che Poo, 
from Che Foo to Pekin, thence to 
Tieu Tsin end from the latter point 
to Wow Chwang, where he entered 
tho Russian lines and proceeded to 
Mukden, joining Viceroy Alexieff's 
headquarters. Later he proceeded 'to 
Liao Yang and there 
recently re- 


ported several engagements.

SOUTH AFRICAN SNAKESTQNE. 


South Africans, as a rule, trouble 


themselves but little- about ennlteB, 
ultliough it is very well known, that 
a fow varities are particularly dead- 
ly. 
Among Uio natives the prop- 


erties of tho "suakestono" have for 
inuuy geutirations formed a center of 
half 
superatitlous 
credulity and, 


ovon by people who might be ex- 
pected do know better, have been sup- 
posed to effect tho most surprising 
cures of snakebite. 
An investiga- 


tion of its properties by the govern- 
ment bacteriologists of Natal, who 
submitted nn Indian enaltostone to 
tho test of applying it to animals 
infected with, snake 
venom, 
has 


shown conclusively that its proper- 
ties are quite mythical and that it 
does nothing that is claimed for it. 


According to tradition the snakc- 


stono, which has absorbent qualities 
and which there IB some reason to 
believe is frequently artificially pre- 
pared, is placed on the wound in- 
flicted by a snake. 
There it is be- 


lieved to suck out tho poison, and It 
has been 
said that if 
afterward 


placed in a bowl of milk the venom 
will exudo aud the milk turn blue. 


In certnln experiments narrated in 


Ui8 British Medical Journal all theso 
directions were followed. 
To the two 


rabbits injected, respectively, with 
the venom of a black maraba, a very 
deadly South African coulbrine, nnd 
with puff adder venom, tho snaker 
stono -was at once applied. The stone, 
by virtue of its absorbent nature, 
adhered to the wound, but hero its 
adherence to tradition ended.

rabbits died nnd, what wns more dis- 
appointing, two other rabbits, used 
as a "control 
experiment," 
which, 


j were injected with tho eamo amount 


j of venom, recovered. 
Nor when the 
i 


stone w-ns placed 
in milk did the 


milk change color, though a slight 
quantity of it was absorbed. 


The amount of absorption that the 


stone could possibly effect would ba 
no more in hours than ordinary suc- 
tion by the lips could achieve in a 
few minutes, and its only possible 
usefulness might be that of improv- 
ing the psysicnl condition of the' pa- 
tient by impressing him with the 
belief that a valuable remedy was 
being applied.—South Africa.

DISPLACING STEAM POWER. 


I have been led lately to think the 


whole development of the steam en- 
gine, to the exclusion of tho gas en- 
gine, has been a mistake and that 
we are now at the beginning of a 
new era in the use of power. 
En- 


gineers could today gain better and 
more economical 
results by aban- 


doning steam and using 
internal 


combustion engines, even in large 
establishments. The gain in economy 
in fuel will advance with tho size of 
the establishment. 
With 
tho In- 


ternal combustion 
engine a brake 


h orse power can be produced on n 
pound of coal. 
This could not bo 


done with steam under nny condi- 
tions. 


So great a revolution 
has come 


about In methods of producing power 
that a. 10,000-ton cruiser of twenty~ 
ono knots an, hour could today pro- 
ceed around tho world nt fourteen 
knots without taking on fuel aud 
without sacrificing any of her war 
efficiency. 


Oil engines, 
using crude petro- 


leum, will be developed as soon as 
tho demand is felt for thorn, but 
oven hero the fuel cau bo mado into 
gas and burned thus with far greater 
economy than is possible when the 
oil itself Is burned under boilers or 
gasoline can bo used. In an ordinary 
8,200-laorse power torpedo boat forty- 
three tons of coal would bo used in 
ten hours. With gasoline tho radius 
of activity of the same torpedo boat 


3,200-horso power can bo produced 
from 3,200 gallons of fuel. 
.Briefly, 


16,000 pounds of gasoline will do 
the work.of 90,000 pounds of coal. 
The cost of the fuel is higher, but 
with a gasoline plant in a torpedo 
boat only two men n^o required In 
the enigne room, and none at nil in 
the fireroom. The dangers of steam 
at high pressure are avoided and the 
complexity of steam machinery done 
away with. 


Owing to the certain saving to be 


secured, in coal consumption and to 
the simplicity and reliability of the 
6-os engine plant, we shall witness 
a gradual forcing out of the steam 
plants in future power plants for 
lighting, • pumping or factory use,, 


and it will bo a question of but a 
short time before many of the exist- 
ing steam plants will bo replaced.— 
Lewis Nixon in World's Work.
